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TO:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal; 

Ladies  and  Q-entlomen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  the  usual  lines  and  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  r.inistry  of  Health. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
26,340  canpared  with  26,270  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was  I6.8 
per  1,000  of  the  po|3Ulation,  a decrease  of  1.2  on  the  rate  for  1965.  The 
Rote  for  England  and  Wales  was  I?.?. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  after  adjustment  v/as  12.1  compared  v/ith 
10.3  in  1965  and  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  on  the  other  hand  showed  a further  decline 
to  the  exceptionally  low  level  of  7.6  per  1,000  live  births  compared  v/ith 
14.2  in  1965  and  19  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Notifications  of  acute  infectious  disease  were  substantially  reduced 
due  mainly  to  the  decline  in  measles  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Primary  notifications  of  x:)uLiionary  tuberculosis  hov/ever  showed  little 
change.  There  v/ere  nine  xaulmonary  infections  compai-od  v.ith  ten  in  1965, 
and  one  nonpulmonary  compared  with  three  in  1965. 

Environmental  conditions  including  drainage  and  general  sanitation 
continued  to  receive  all  necessary  attention  and  details  of  these 
activities  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 

In  this  connection  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Mr.  Green, 
Senior  Public  Health  Insxcector,  whose  untimely  death  during  the  year  only 
amphasised  his  worth  as  one  who  never  spared  hhuself  in  the  v/ork  of  the 
Department . 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  the  m.embers  of  the 
staff  who  have  greatly  facilitated  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

Unemployment : 

The  Ivlanager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly  contributed  the 
following  comment  on  the  local  unemployment  statistics  in  I966.

The  slight  increase  in  this  figure  over  tiiat  of  1 963  portrays  a national 
trend:  the  male  unemployment  figure  includes  a high  proportion  of  the  older 
age  groups,  a factor  to  be  expected  in  a semi-retirement  area  such  as  this. 

Coal  raining,  building  and  civil  engineering  employ  most  of  the  male  labour 
force,  ?fhile  light  clothing  manufacture  industry  and  the  manufacture  of  ladies 
shoes  take  the  majority  of  the  female  force  employed  in  Deal. 

A large  number  of  female  vrorkers  are  employed  at  Richborough  in  the  packing 
of  drugs  and  cosmetics,  the  assembly  of  manufactured  goods,  decorative  work 
and  the  manufacture  of  fireworks  and  shuttlecocks  while  a few  are  engaged  in 
light  engineering. 

These  Richborough  firms  provide  assisted  travel  schemes  allowing  workers 
to  board  and  leave  buses  close  to  home  and  v/ork,  v/hile  the  Radlway  and  omnibuses 
provide  approximately  half-hourly  services  to  the  Dover  and  Thanet  areas. 

A number  of  men  wrorkers  travel  to  Dover  for  employment  in  the  shipping  and 
ancillary  services,  v/hile  the  Holiday  Camps  situated  at  Kingsdovm  and  St.  Marg- 
arets Bay  absorb  a number  of  both  sexes  for  seasonal  v/ork. 

Married  women  taking  up  part  time  em.ployaent  in  the  domestic  and  catering 
trades  still  ask  for  employment  which  v/ill  allow  them  to  cater  for  children  at 
meal  times  and  to  enable  them  to  take  the  children  to,  and  meet  them  from, 
school.  The  employment  of  married  women  is  encouraged  by  the  operation  of  the 
school  meals  service. 

One  employer  in  Deal  is  considering  the  establishment  of  a day  nursery 
enabling  him  to  employ  more  married  women. 

The  number  of  registered  disabled  persons  remains  fairly  constant,  fresh 
applications  in  the  main  being  made  by  ex-collery  workers  who  have  suffered 
injurj^,  mainly  to  the  back. 

A high  degree  of  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Disablement  Resettle- 
ment Officer,  local  General  Practitioners  and  the  hospital,  thereby  greatly  ass- 
isting in  rehabilitation  problems,

4.  Hospital  Facilities: 

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South 
East  Kent  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  med- 
ical and  surgical  cases,  while  maternity  and  infectious  oases '-^(excepting 
smallpox)  are  provided  for  at  Buclcland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  Dover,  respectively.  Any  smallpox  cases  Yvould  be  referred  to  the 
River  Hospital  (Long  Reach),  Dartford,  PPent. 

5 • Nursing  PPome_  Registrations  - Public  Health^  Act,  1:936,1 

The  registration  of  Nursing  Homes  within  the  Borough  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  County  Authority.  There  are  six  Nursing  Homes  in  Deal. 

^ • Clinics  and  Welfare : 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority, 
have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  maternity  and  child  v/elfare 
clinics,  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for 
minor  ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  services,  child  guidance  and  speech 
therapy. 

Out-patients  ’ clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal. 
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Swimiiing^  Pools ; 

Walner Secondary  School;  (Kent  Education  Authority); 

This  is  an  open  air  pool  of  60,000  gallons  v^ith  continuous  chlorination 
and  filtration  plant,  v/ith  a capacity  of  7,500  gallons  per  hour.  An  inlet  dose 
of  1.0  p.p.m,  chlorine  is  maintained  and  algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide. 
Colorimetric  tests  are  taken  regularly,  A heating  plant  has  been  installed. 

Paddling  Pool,  Walmer  Preen;  (Deal  Borough  C ouncil) ; 

This  is  a public  pool  restricted  to  young  children.  It  is  an  open-air 
pool  giving  10,000  gallons  Tdth  continuous  chloi-ination  and  filtration  plant 
giving  a two  hourly  turn  over  period.  Algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide  and 
colorimetric  tests  are  regularly  taken. 

other  Pools  ; 

One  private  boarding  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool  which  is  emptied 
at  about  10  day  intervals.  Hand  chlorination  and  the  use  of  an  algicide  is  main- 
taining satisfactory  conditions. 

Snail  teaching  pools  of  P.V.C.  construction  are  provided  at  the  Methodist 
and  Mongehan  Primary  Schools.  They  have  continuous  chlorination  and  filtration 
and  have  a paved  surround. 

There  are  proposals  for  a further  school  pool  of  similar  construction 
at  another  school  during  the  coming  year. 

Saiapling ; 

11  samples  were  taken  to  check  bacteriological  conditions  of  the  vvater.  Of 
these  5 were  unsatisfactory  and  after  remedial  action  follow  up  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

8.  rTational  Assistance  Acts,  194-8  and  1951  : 

(a)  Burial : - 

One  burial  was  arranged  under  Section  50  of  the  Act,  This  is  a little  used, 
but  valuable  service  which  is  performed  by  the  Council  in  cases  where  no  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  for  a burial  for  v/hatever  reason.  The  costs  are  sometimes 
recovered,  but  recoverability  is  not  considered  in  coining  to  a decision  to  act. 

Tenders  are  sought  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract  entered  into  for 
a period  of  twelve  months. 

(b)  persons  in  need  of  Gare^and  Attentions 

Action  v/as  initiated  in  the  case  of  three  elderly  ladies,  two  of  them  sisters, 
for  their  compulsory  admission,  to  places-  of  care  and  attention.  In  the  case  of  the 
tv/o  sisters  the  applications  vrere  withdravm  following  their  removal  to  other  acc- 
ommodation by  private  arrangement,  v/hile  in  the  case  of  the  third  old  lady  admiss- 
ion to  hospital  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  was  necessary  and 
obviated  the  National  Assistance  Acts  procedure, 

For-ty  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  connection 
with  elderly  people. 

Much  v/ork  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons  and  the 
Deal  and  District  Old  Peoples'  Welfare  acts  as  a co-ordinating  body  in  this  field. 
Groat  GijTphasis  is  placed  on  home  visiting,

7ater  Board,  and  I am  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
Board  in  making  available  sampling  statistics  and  any  other  relevant  infor- 
nation  required,  monthly  summaries  of  the  routine  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  samples  (chlorinated  and  raw)  are  received  and  gave  continued  highly

Both  waters  conform  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality  and,  from 
;he  aspect  of  chemical  analysis,  are  pure  and  wholesome  waters  suitable  for 
:)ublic  supply  purposes. 


Routine  sampling  of  the  mains  water  supply  at  the  point  of  delivery  to 
bhe  public  was  continued  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  during  the  year  and  thirty- 
four  samnles  were  submitted.  The  results  were  generally  satisfactory  excexat 
that  in  the  case  of  one  prox^erty,  from  which  comx)laints  of  interiiiittent 
:rov7n  discolouration  of  the  water  had  been  received,  two  samples  showed  evi- 
ience  of  contamination;  this  was  attributable  to  fairly  extensive  internal 
corrosion  of  the  iron  supply  pipe,  a contention  supported  by  the  findings  on 
j chamical  examination  of  the  water.  The  owner/ occupier  was  advised  regarding 
:he  replacement  of  the  defective  service  pipe,  preferably  by  one  of  polythene, 
ind  pending  such  action  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  water  used  for 
Lriridng  did  not  stand  in  the  service  pipe. 


Fifteen  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a water  supxaly  other  than 
:hat  from  the  mains  and  nine  samples  of  well  water  v/ere  submitted  for 
Dactericlogical  examination;  all  but  one  shov/ed  evidence  of  contamination  in 
^arj^ing  degree.  The  contamination  was  alriiost  certainly  from  surface  water 
)nly  and  as  sioch  in  the  circumstances  existing  of  no  particular  health 
jignificance.  Since  however  under  other  circuListances  which  could  possibly 
;rise  the  contamination  could  be  potentially  harmful,  and  pending  consideration 
)f  the  possibility  of  providing  a mains  supply  to  the  area,  the  consuruers  'were 
idvised  to  boil  their  v/ater  for  danestic  use  as  a precautionary  measure. 

hainage  and  Sewerage: 


F-urther  progress  in  the  new  Drainage  Scheme  is  reported  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Borough  Engineer  the  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  have 
supplied  me  with  the  following  s^^nopsis  of  the  work  carried  out  under 
jontracts  I'o.  2 and  Ho.  3 indicating  the  value  of  the  7/orks  to  Public  Health:- 
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_C0NTBACT_NQ.,2. 

The  Tvorks  of  sewerage  constructed  to  the  design  and  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs,  &,B„  Kershaw  & Kaufman,  have  recently 
been  completed  successfully  by  the  Contractors,  Messrso  Mller  Bros.,  & 

Buckley  Ltd.,  of  Hayes,  iVliddlesex.  The  pipe  lines  laid  during  this  Contract 
are  to  convey  surface  water  only,  not  foul  sev;age  and  consist  essentially  of 
the  two  main  lines  with  branches,  briefly  described  belov;,  and  a storin  water 
Pimping  Station  at  Ark  Lane  with  its  connecting  sewer  and  pumping  main. 

The  "a"  line  of  sewer,  some  2,700  yds  .long,  varies  in  diameter  from  12” 
to  A8”  and  crosses  the  Borough  from  the  Boundary,  on  London  Road,  to  the  sea 
outfall  opposite  Canada  Road,  where  the  piles  carrying  the  48"  diameter  cast- 
iron  multi-outlet  diffuser  may  be  seen.  This  sewer  intercepts  and  relieves  a 
number  of  old  surface  water  sewers  and  has  t'wo  short  branches,  i.e.  the  ”b” 
line  in  Hamilton  Road,  which  picks  up  the  flow’  of  storm  ?;ater  previously 
discharged  to  the  Old  Brickfield  and  the  "c”  line  in  St.  Leonards  Road. 

Road  gullies  have  been  provided  in  London  Road  in  particular  and  on  various 
roads  where  none,  or  too  fev/,  existed  and  these  discharge  to  the  new  sev/ers. 

The  ”d”  line  serves  Mill  Road,  Beeohv/ood  Avenue  and  Sutherland  Road, 
intercepting  and  picking  up  storm  ?/ater  from  existing  drains  to  discharge  all 
flow  the  the  Dyke  System  behind  the  omnibus  depot  v/est  of  Albert  Road.  The  "e” 
line  serves  the  central  section  of  London  Road  from  Park  Avenue  to  Beechwood 
Avenue  Virhere  it  connects  viith  the  "d”  line.  G-ullies  have  been  provided  as 
required. 

The  surface  water  sevrers  alleviate  flooding,  previously  experienced  in 
the  Borough  in  areas  of  development  lying  generally  to  the  south  and  west  of 
Deal  station.  They  were  not  designed  fully  to  relieve  the  old  sewers  in  Walmer, 
nor  those  in  the  centre  of  Deal,  east  of  Deal  station.  The  problems  in  these 
areas  'will  be  dealt  with  when  Contract  No, 4,  nov;  under  construction,  is  complete. 

The  main  storm  water  Pumping  Station  in  Ark  Lane  is  entirely  automatic  in 
action  and  is,  in  effect,  controlled  by  the  operation  of  the  North  Deal  Pumping 
Station,  All  flov^s  in  excess  of  the  maximum  capacity  of  the  North  Deal  pumps, 
about  18,000,000  gals,  per  day.,  are  discharged  from  Ark  Lane  through  a 21” 
diameter  pumping  main  connected  to  the  sea  outfall  provided  during  the  alter- 
ations to  the  sea  defence  system. 

The  frequency  and  severity  of  flooding  during  heavy  storms  at  high  tides 
has  been  markedly  reduced  in  the  areas  so  far  served.

This  Contract  consists  essentially^-  of  an  18”  diameter  foul  sewer  laid  from 
Boundary  Road  in  the  south  of  the  Borough  to  Liverpool  Road  v^here  it  discharges 
to  the  new  Walmer  Puinping  Station.  It  has  been  completed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Corporation's  Consulting  Engineei’s,  by  the  same  firm  of  Contractors 

The  sewer  (the  ”D”  line)  is  connected  at  its  head  in  Boundary  Road  to  the 
recently  completed  foul  sev^erage  system  of  the  Dover  Rural  District.  It  w/ill 
provide  foul  drainage  facilities  for  a number  of  properties  vathin  the  Borough 
e.g.  Wellington  Parade, 

Walmer  Pumping  Station  at  present  only  deals  vdth  relatively  low  flow 
mainly  from  Dover,  but  londer  the  current  Contract  No. 4.  main  sevrerage  and 
storm  v/ater  pumps  vdll  be  installed  to  raise  the  sev/age  of  Walmer  into  the  main 
spine  sewer  being  laid  northvrards  towards  Ark  Lane.

The  low  level  of  infestation  is  iaaintained  by  Warfarin  baiting  to 
extinction.

One  death  of  un-notified  pulixionary  tuberculosis  was  registered  during 
1966;  the  patient  was  a female  aged  79  years  Y/ho  died  in  December  1965. 

Of  the  twelve  cases  whose  names  vrere  renoved  from  the  register  four  were 
reported  as  having  recovered,  two  renoved  to  other  districts,  five  died  and 
one  was  considered  not  tuberculosis.
